Air India Staff Housing Regulations, 1967 

No, HQ/58-5.—In exercise of the powers conferred by 
Section 45(i) of the Air Corporations Act, 1953 (27 of 1953), 
Air-India hereby makes the following regulations further to 
amend the Air-India Staff Housing Regulations 1967, as 
follows : 

1. (i) These regulations may be called the Air-India Staff 

Housing (Amendment) Regulations, 1985; 

(ii) They shall come into force from 1st January, 1986. 

2. In the Air-India Staff Housing Regulations, 1967 for the 
existing Regulation 4(2), the following Regulation shall bo 
substituted, namely ; 


4, Location of dwelling houses : 

(2) Collective Loans may be granted for construction or 
purchase of dwelling house, including the purchase 
of land or plots thereof within India, where the 
Corporation ha.s established online/offline stations 
including the suburbs or within such extensions us 
may be approved by the Managing Director/Dy 
Managing Director. 

3. For the existing Regulation 5(3), the following Regula¬ 
tion shall be substituted, namely ;—■ 

5. General condition for the grant of loans : 

(3) No loan shall be granted under these Regulations in 
cases where the employees, his or her .spouse or any 
of his or her children owns a house, whether indivi¬ 
dually or jointly with each other or with another 
person, but the sanctioning authority may relax this 
condition, if he is satisfied that the accommodation 
thus owned by the employee is not convenient or 
adequate and the employees desires to build or pur¬ 
chase a separate house for his or her bonafldc 
residential purpose. 


4. For the existing Regulation 9(1) (a) and 9(1) (b) the 
following Regulation shall be substituted, namely ;— 

9. Loan Limits : 

(1) (a) No individual ioan shall normally exceed 75 
times the monthly basic pay plus Variable Dear¬ 
ness Allowance of the employee at the time 
hc/she applies for the loan or the total cost of 
construction/cost of ready built house/flat (inclu¬ 
sive of the cost of land) or Rs. 1,00,000/- 
whichever is less. 

(1) (b) Where the individual loan applied for is more 
than Rs. 1,00,000/- the amount of loan admis¬ 
sible shall not exceed 60 times the monthly 
basic pay plus Variable Dearness Allowance of 
the employee at the time hc/she applies for 
the loan or 80% (four fifths) of the total cost 
of construction/cost of ready built house/flat 
(inclusive of the cost of land) whichever is 
less subject to ij maximum of Rs. 2 lakhs, in any 
one case, 

5. For the existing Regulation 11, the following Regulation 
shall be .substituted, namely :— 

t1. Interest : 

Every loan granted under these Regulations shall 
carry simple interest at the rate of 53% per annum 
or such revised rate as the Corpoi'ation may pres¬ 
cribe from time to time provided, however, that 
where the employee concerned fails to fulfil the 
conditions under which loan has been granted or 
where undue delay, attributable to the employee 
concerned, is involved in fulfilling such conditions, 
the loan granted under these Regulations, in such 
cases, shall carry interest at the prevailing bank 
rate for full loan availed of by the employee, All 
such interest shall be calculated on the reducing 
balances of the loans, 

6. For the existing Regulation 12(1) the following Regula¬ 
tion shall be substituted, namely ;— 

12. Security : 

(1) The repayment of loan with interest shall be secured 
by a legal mortgage or by a mortgage by deposit of 
title de^ of the land and house or flat in areas where 
such mortage is permitted, provided that the 
Managing Dircclor/Dy. Managing Director! may 
waive this condition if the employee provides some 
other security acceptable to Managing Director/Dy. 
Managing Director from time to time to secure the 
repayment of the full amount of the loan with 
interest. 

7. For the existing Regulation 14(2) and 14(8) the follow¬ 
ing Regulations shall be substituted, namely :— 

14. Construction of dwelling houses ; 

(2) If the loan is duly sanctioned the first instalment 
equal to 35% of the sanctioned loan shall be paid 
to the employee upon his executing in favour of the 
Corporation a mortgage deetl mortgaging the land 
alpngwilh the house to be built thereon or creating 
a charge or a mortgage by deposit of the title deeds 
in favour of the Corporation or on the employee 
furnishing other security as provided in the provi¬ 
sions to sub-regulations (1) of Regulation 12, as the 
case may be, 

(8) The second instalment equal to 15% of the sanc¬ 
tioned loan shall be paid to the employee upon his/ 
her producing a certificate from the Controller of 
Civil Works & Properties or other appropriate agency 
acceptable to the Director of Finance that the cons¬ 
truction of the house has reached the plinth level. 

8 . For the existing Regulation 16(1) the following regula¬ 
tions shall be substituted, namely : 

16. Repayment of loan : 

(1) The loan together with Interest thereon shall be re¬ 
payable on demand, but the Managing Director/ 
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Dy. Managing Director may permit an employee to 
repay the loan with interest in such monthly equated 
instalments as the Managing Director/Dy. Manag¬ 
ing Director, may deem fit. Such instalments may 
be paid over a period not exceeding twenty years 
from date of commencement of repayment as here¬ 
inafter set forth. 

9, For the existing Regulation 19(1) the following Regula¬ 
tion shall be substituted, namely ; 

19, Sale or hire of house : 

(1) The emiployec shall not, except with the express 
consent in writing of the Managing Director, sell or 
give on rent the house built or purchased by him 
with the assistance of the loan before the loan with 
interest thereon is repaid in full. If, however, for 
any reason, the employee desires to sell the house 
Or to ^ive it, or part thereof, on rent before the 
loan IS so repaid, he shall be bound to give the 
Corporation the first option to purchase or to lake 
it on rent, as the case may be, provided however, 
that if the offer made by the employee is not accep¬ 
ted by the Corporation or by any other employee, 
within three months from the date of such offer the 
employee shall be deemed to have been given neces¬ 
sary consent for selling or giving on rent the house 
built or purchased by him with the assistance of the 
loan. 

10. For the existing Regulation 23. the following Regula¬ 
tion shall be substituted, namely : 

23. Interest : 

Every collective loan shall carry simply interest at 
the rate of per annum or such revised late as 
the Corporation may prescribe from time to time, 
provided, however, that where the Co-operating 
blousing Society/or its members concerned fail to 
fulfil the conditions under which loan has been grant¬ 
ed or where undue delay, attributable :o the Co¬ 
operative Housing Society/or its members concerned, 
is involved in fulfilling such conditions, the loan 
granted under these Regulations, in such cases, shall 
carry interest at the prevailing bank rate for full 
loan availed of by the Co-operative Housing 
Society/or its members. All such interest shall be 
calculated on the balances of the loans for the time 
being and from time to time remaining unpaid.

Audit Report on Darpah Khn'uja Sahib, Ajmer far 1983-84 
1, Introductory ; 

For proper administration of Dargoh and Endowment of the 
Khwaja Moinuddin Chisti popularly known as Dargah Khwaja 
Sahib, Ajmer the Dargah Khwajai Sahib Act was parsed by 
the Parliament in 1955. As per provisions of the said Act, 
the Dargah Endowment includes - 

(a) The Dargah Khwaja Sahib, Ajmer. 

(b) All buildings and movable property within boundaries 
of Darflah Sharif. 

(c) Dargah Jagir, including all land, houses and shops 
and all immovable property wherever situated be¬ 
longing to the Dargah Sharif. 

(d) All other property and all income derived from any 
source whatever dedicated to the Diargah or placed 
for any religious, pious or charitable purposes under 
the Dargah Administration including the Jagirdari 
Villages of Hokram and Kishanpur in Ajmer. 

(e) All such nazars or offerings as are received on be¬ 
half of the Diafgah by the Nazim or any other 
person authorised by him. 

The administration, control and management of the Dargah 
Endowment is vested In a Committee named os “The Dargah 


Committee Ajmer". The Committee Is to consist of not less 
than five and not more than nine members, all of whom shall 
be HUnafi Muslims and shall be appointed by the Central 
Govcinment. The Committee exercises its functions through 
Nazim appointed by the Central Govemment consultation with 
the Committee. The Nazim is the Chief Executive Officer of 
the Dargah Administration and also acts as a Secretary to the 
Committee, 

Under Section 19(1) of the Act ibid the accounts of 
Dargah are required to be audited every yeor by such persons 
aq^ in such a manner as the Central Govemment may direct. 
Sub Section (2) of the said Act envisages that the Committee 
shall every year prepare a report on tha- administration of the 
Dargah which together with the accounts and the report of 
the auditor thereon, shall be published in the Official Gazette. 
The Dargah administration is preparing only a statemarit of 
Receipts and Expenditure. No balance sheet is prepared land 
as such assets and liabilities at the end of the accounting 
period arc not ascertainable from the accounts. 

The audit of the Dargah was initiially entrusted to the 
Comptroller and Auditor General of India on consent basis. 
From, the accounts of the year 1978-79, the audit has been 
brought under the provisions of the Comptroller & Auditor 
General’s (Duties & Powers, and conditions of Service) Act, 
1971. 

2. Receipts & Expenditure Accounts for 1983-84 

2.1 Analysis of receipts & expenditure 

There was ap opening balance of Rs. 2.70 lakhs at the 
beginning of the Year. The total receipts during the year 
amounted to Rs. 13.98 lakhs (including Rs. 0.23 lakh on 
account of donations and loan for construction of Musaflr 
Khana, replacement of red stones and construction of 
tetrines). After meeting the total expenditure of Rs. 15.64 
lakhs during the year, (including Rs. 4,14 lakhs on constme- 
tion of rooms, over gole building, construction of £ate and 
office blocks and pay of Site Engineer, there is a elo.sing 
balance of Rs. 1,04 lakhs at the end of the year out of which 
Rs. 0.02 lakh stands invested in securities. 

2.2 Expenditure incurred without estimates or in excess of 

the estimates 

According to Bye-law 14 of Dargidh Khwaja Sahib Bye- 
Laws, 1958, the Nezim is to prepare and circulate among 
the members of the Dargah committee the budget proposal 
showing the amount budgetted for during the previous year, 
the amount actually received or spent in the jjrevious year 
and the estirnates of the income and expenditure for the 
budgefl year i.e, for the ensuring financial year as required 
under Bye-Law 22 ibid. These are placed before the Com¬ 
mittee and approved in March every year. 

A perusal of the accoimts for the year 1983-84 has, how¬ 
ever revealed that expenditure of Rs.. 2.51 lakhs in respect 
of construction of Oflice blocks was incurred in the absence 
of budget estimates and in respect of Staff of Shafa Khana 
(Ujiani) and Pay of Site Engineer, expenditure incurred ex¬ 
ceeded the budget estimates. The organisation slated (April 
1985) that ex-post facto sanction of the committee would be 
taken. 

3. Outstanding annuities Rs. 36,495/- 

(i) Sums of Rs. .32,861/- (Annually, Rajasthtan 
Rs. 16,133.00 and Annuity Sabdara Rs. 16728.(K) and 
Rs. 3,634/- (Cash grant Mamoiol Sharma Khana) are 
outstanding against Government of Rajasthan and Govern¬ 
ment of Andhra Pradesh respectively for the period from 
1-1-1959 to 31-12-1983 for a long time. It was stated by 
the Dargah Administration (April 1985) that these arc old 
cases and will take time to realise. 


4. Outstandihg rent of Dargah properties Rs. 80,849.51 :— 

A number of Dargah buildings were let out on rent to 
various teijents. Total rent outstanding for the period upto 
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31st March, 1984 as on 15th October, 1984 was Rs. 80,850/- 
as Dcr details jivcn be :

A review of the Rent register also revealed that neither the 
amount of rent has been fixed nor realised for the last ten 
ychrs, for a portion of Dargah Bunglow rented out since 
10th July. 1974, Further the date from which the half por- 
fion of Dargah Bunglow lying vacant, has not been indi¬ 
cated. It was also noticed that Dargah Haveli was let out 
but fuUy details viz. rent, recoverable date of letting out 
etc. were not found recorded. 


5, Other topics of interest 

5.1 Defects in the Register of Immovable and Movable 
properties 

According to Bye-Law 21 of the Dargah Khwaja Sahib 
Bye-Law 1958, a booje detailing all immovable properties' 
and a book containing a list of movable properties of the 
Dargah are required to be maintained. The deficiences 
noticed ip audit are mentioned below :— 

(1) Immovable Properties 

Examination of the Register of Immovable properties re¬ 
veals that though entries have been made to complete the 
Register containing 394 properties, but entries regarding area, 
cost of construction and aUotmont of serial numbers to 
tended properties have not been completed in aU the casts. 
In some cases entries of properties recently dismantled and 
those newly constructed arc yet to be completed and a 
certificate to the effect that all the immovable properties 
have been entered in the Register is to bo recorded in the 
Register. 


(iil Movable Properties 

Articles under Gumbad Sharif and In Main and Subsidiary 
Toshakhana 

There are many costly items of gold, silver and precious 
stones In the Gumbad Sharif but inventory of all these items 
has not been prepared so far (November, 1984). 


before the Dargtah Committee in their meetings held in 
August 1-982 and December 1982 but no final decision could 
be taken. During August 1983 in a meeting it waS decided 
that all the Sarganas may be asked in writing to cooperate 
in preparation of the inventory and valuation of the awots 
contained in Gumbad Sharif, Main, Toshakhana and Sub¬ 
sidiary Toshakhana and in case they do not respond legUl 
action may be resorted to.

The main Toshakhana also contains costly articles made 
of gold and silver. There are seven locks of different 
Khadims (Hafth Chowki Baridaran) on the Toshakhana. 
The Keys of the locks are with Sarganas of the Hafth 
Chowki Baridaran who were not available at yne and the 
same time. Some time in the year 1929 an attempt was 
made by the Dargah Administration to open the Toshakhana 
and to prepare the inventory but without success.

The observations 
mode are as under :— 

(i) Estimates for two rooms over the Gole Building 
were not prepared and got approved from the 
Dargah Committee, 

The Dargah Administration stated (April, 1985) that 
there was no need of inviting tenders as the work was given 
to the same contractor, who had carried out the construction 
of gate within the same premises. The contention of Dargah 
is however not correct. 

Under the agreement Dargah Administration was to supply 
steel to the contractor and fabrication charges were to be 
paid rates for fabrication as per basic scheduled rates and 
thht charged by contractor are as under :— 

70 paiso per Kg. of steel consumed if building wire was 
of the contractor. 50 palse per Kg. of _ steel consumed if 
building wire was of the Dargah Administration. 

The difference rate of 20 palse per Kg. p^ald by the Dargah 
Administration works out to Rs. 1865.00 (i.e. 7970 Kg. x 20 
Paise per Kjj. Rs. 1594+17% premium) has not been re¬ 
covered. This has resulted into an overpayment out of 
Rs. 1752/- to the contrtictor. 

The Dargah Administration has changed the specification 
in many items of work which involve extra expenditure of 


Rs. 24,736.00. The Dargah Administration intimated (April 
1985) that the amount would be recovered from the con¬ 
tractor. The sanction of Dargah Committee for reguliarisa- 
tion of the same had not been obtained (April 1985).
